Senator Frelinghuysen, in discuss- 
ing the supplementary reconstruction bill, 
on Tuesday last, said that the President had 
no right to send a message to Congress 
declaring a law enacted by that body un- 
constitutional. Mr. Frelinghuysen must 
have but a very scant measure of sense. 
The Constitution provides that the Presi- 
dent may from time to time recommend to 
Congress such measures as he shall think 
demanded by the public good. Of course if 
he thinks an existing law unconstitutional, 
he may communicate to Congress bis 
opinions as to its unconstitupcnality and 
urge its repeal; and how can he press its 
rep»al as unconstitutional without declar- 
ing it unconstitutional? 

Mr. F. further says: “Let the Executive 
of thin country attempt to set up his will 
against the expressed will of Congress, 
and this country cease3 to be a republic 
and is nothing less than a despotism." 
All this if the President merely attempt 
to set up Lis will against the expressed 
will of Congress! At the bare attempt, 
whether a success or a failure, the repub- 
lic changes to a despotism. And, no 
doubt, Mr. F. has the same view as to the 
Supreme Court If that holy attempt to 
set up its vill against the expressed will 
of Congress, lie unquestionably holds 
that the country at once becomes a des- 
potism. Well, he may be correct in his 
view, that, if an attempt be made by 
the President or the Supreme Court, or 
both, to set up any will “against the ex- 
pressed will of Congress, 1 ’ the republic 
turns to a despotism: but, if so, it can 
ouly be because Congress, at any attempt 
of cither or both of the other departments 
to set up a will in opposition to its owu, 
will strike them down, as it is already stri- 
king them down, and erect, as it is already 
erecting, a despotism upon the mortal dust 
of the republic. 

If the President and the Judiciary have 
any wills of their own, let them set up 
their wills, or attempt to set them up 
whenever they please, and against what- 
ever they please. And then let Congress 
do the worst it can. If no will cau be 
.-uccessfuliy set up against its expressed 
will, then we have a despotism already, 
and the fear of a coming change from a 
rtpublic to a despotism is idle, and vain, 
acd foolish. Let us not bow down to an 
already established despotism from the 
apprehension that one will be es*ablished.

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THE JUDICIAL VETO—' TFIE POWER 
OF CONGRESS TO ANNUL THAT 
VETO CONSIDERED. 

BT 

S. 8. NICHOLAS. 

“The judicial power shall extend to lit 
cases iu law and equity arising under this 
Constitution,” Ac. 

“The judicial power of the United 
States shall be vested in one Supreme 
Court and in such iuferior courts as Con- 
gress may from time to time order and 
Ehtablisb." 

“In all other cases the Supreme Court 
shall have appellate jurisdiction, with 
•ueh exceptions and under such regula- 
tions as Congress shall make.” 

The mere equivalent of this express 
language is contained in the following 
paraphrase: Congress shall organize a 

Supreme Court, which when organized 
shall have appellate jurisdiction over all 
cases arising under the Constitution, ex- 
cept so far as limited by Congress. 

The court having been organized and 
its appellate jurisdiction prescribed so as 
to reach all cases of sufficient amount 
arising under the Constitution, the ques- 
tion is whether Congress can now annul 
the power of the court by a prohibition of 
its appellate jurisdiction over cases in- 
volving the constitutional validity of Con- 
gressional acts. 

The constitutionality of the reconstruc- 
tion acts is the most important question 
that ever has occurred or can occur for 
judicial decision. If the Supreme Court 
can be deprived of its appellate jurisdic- 
tion over that question, it can equally be 
deprived of all its appellate jurisdiction, 
&s can also ail the interior courts be de- 
prived of their original jurisdiction, and 
the whole Judicial Department be thus 
practically abolished, without the substi- 
tution of other tribunals for tbe exercise 
of that judicial power which the Constitu- 
tion imperatively requires to be vested 
and kept in constant use. 

In this aspect, the question for consid- 
eration is, whether the power to construct 
and regulate carries with it, under the 
broad unqualified language used, the 
power to destroy the Judicial Depart- 
ment. The right so to destroy is a differ- 
ent matter from the power. Incautious 
language may have given the power, 
whilst evident intent, as developed in the 
whole scope aud spirit of the Constitution, 
d- nit s the ; ight to make such destruction_ 

It might be a question some nicety 
before a more judicial tribunal whether 
the want of right could be treated as 
equivalent to a want of potrer, so as to 
justify its veto of such action as unconsti- 
tutional. The determining of that ques- 
tion not being nece sa:y for tbe present 
purpose, its decision will be left for the 
courts. Its previous settlement is not at all 
necessary for it3 proper decision by the 
tribunal before which it is now pending — 
that great tribunal cf public opinion, 
which wiil authoritatively pronounce its 
decision through the ballot-box. Though 
all casuists agree that a violation of the 
spirit of the Constitution is as morally 
wrong as the violation of its plain letter, 
yet the courts are properly cautious about 
carry ing out the apothegm. The popular 
tribunal, on the contrary, is vastly more 
solicitous about the inviolability of the 
spirit than the mere letter of the Consti- 
tution. Before this tiiuanul Congress 
must not only prove the power but the 
right to exercise it in the manner now 
attempted for destroying the Supreme 
Court. 

That eminent jurist, Horace Binney, 
“the head of the American bar," from I 1 I 3 
great zeal in the Union cause, made a 
cLivuliic effurt to justify President Lin- 
coln for disregarding the privilege of the 
writ of habius corpus, before its suspen- 
sion by Congress. In the discussion 
which ensued the publication of his argu- 
ment, he found himself pressed by the 
argument of his adversaries, that Con- 
gress having the power, not the right, to 
repeal or deny the writ, must be the de- 
partment to which the inhibition against 
its suspension w as directed, and used the 
following forcible language in disproof of 
uny such power of icpeal: 

“Congress has discretion as to tbe num- 
ber, order, and jurisdiction of the inferior 
courts; but has uo discretion as to vesting 
cr not zesting the whole judicial power iu 
Courts of seme description. 

“To admit that it is mandatory on Con- 
gress to create tribunals iu which the 
whole judicial power may vest, and yet 
argue that it is witLiu the absolute discre- 
tion of Congress to give or withhold the 
instrumental powtr3 necessary to the ex- 
ercise of ihe whole, is to argue without 
color or semblance of reason. 

“The Judiciary is au independent de- 
partment throughout. It is created and 
estab'ished by the Constitution. The Leg- 
islature. as far as regards this department, 
is the organ or agent of the Constitution, 
to give the judicial power its place of 
abode ai d its active powers. Congress in 
tbis matter has no discretion. Congress 
can no more withhold tribunals thuu with- 
hold the vesting of judicial power — no 
more withhold the instruments by which 
the tribunals can act thau withhol 1 the 
tribunals— no more do any of these things 
than lawfully abdicate or defeat the Con- 
stitution. 

“The Legislature is a moral and consti- 
tutional power and cannot by any form of 
law effectually do anything that is con- 
trary to the mandate of the Constitution, 
nor omit to do what it is commanded to 
da TLere are infinite things which are 
within its discretion to do or uot to do; but 
to give the necessary organization to the 
Judicial Department is not within its dis- 
cretion, Jor that would hate been a dis- 
cretion to destroy the Constitution. Con- 
gress is constitutionally bound to do what 
is necessary to enable the Judiciary to 
exercise their powers. It is the condi- 
tion on which their own co ordinate power 
exists. 

“Inconsiderate is the attribution to 
Congress of plenary and untrammelled 
discretion in any case where the Constitu- 
tion requires that body to act to a certain 
and definite end. The mandate is the 
trammel. The power is a trust to act; 
and a trust to act, created by the Consti- 
tution, is a command to art, which is vio- 
lated by not acting, or by acting in oppo- 
sition to the end or purpose of the trust 
and command. Otherwise Congress may 
constitutionally destroy the Constitution. 
An act to deprive the courts of the writ of 
habeas corpus, or any other writ necessary 
to the exweise of judicial power, would 
be an unconstitutional assault 011 a co- 
ordinate department against tbe mandate 
of the Constitution. It would be au iusur- 
rection of the creature against his creator. 

“Nothing Las passed more completely 
into a piimary truth, than that the Con- 
stitution is a government of enumerated, 
specific powers, confine! to the exercise 



of fueh powers with the : r necessary at d 
proper means, all others being reserved 
to the States or to the people; and conse- 
quently that the power ultima: necessitatis 
does not exist in this limited govern- 
ment. 

‘ It is preposterous to suppose that some- 
body not the 1'resident may be selected 
I by Congress to execute the power of ar 
rest and imprisonment during suspen- 
sion of ths habeas corpus privilege. The 
doctrine that Congress can in arty event 
choose another Executive, when the Pres- 
ident is in office, is revolutionary.” 

There is no need for entire concur- 
rence in all this forcible language of Mr. 
Binney, to yielJ assent to the great plaus- 
ibility of the idea he enunciates, that a 
Judicial Department kept in tall action 
over all the subjects confided to it by the 
Constitution is necessary to the very ex- 
istence of the co ordinate power of Con- 
gress itself. It is fully iu ac- 
cordance with the generally receiv- 
ed tLeory, that the three great 
departments must always be in full vitali- 
ty, with the free exercise of those powers 
given as counter-checks to each other. It 
is not at all irrational to p r i'8urae an in- 
tention, that, if either of tiie departments 
were paralyzed or stricken down, the other 
two ought to suspend all action until the suf- 
fering department should be restored. The 
intei tion i3 very clear that all legislation 
should be subject to two vetoes, one by 
the President, the other by the Judiciary. 
As n non obstante clause dispensing with 
the President’s signature could not save 
the necessity for an act receiving the 
Presidential approval, so neither could a 
similar clause save it from the judicial 
vi to. The clear purpose, the ruliug prin- 
ciple of the Constitution is not to trust 
implicitly to Congressional virtue r.ud in- 
telligence as to usurpations over the Con- 
stitution, but to rtquire the actual or pre- 
sumable concurrence of the other two de- 
partments. It was the clear, indisputable 
intention that there should be a Judiciary 
with ample jurisdiction and power to pre- 
vent Congress from disobeying or acting 
outside the Constitution. In the absence 
of such a Judicial department, Congress 
would have no more rightful power 
to legislate except towards its reinstate- 
ment than would a minority ot the Senate 
to legislate in the absence of a quorum of 
that body. The abcence of any one of the 
departments would suspend the functions 
of all three, the virtual or potential pres- 
ence of the whole being necessary to that 
departmental quorum which alone can 
justify Congress in the attempted perform- 
ance of its legislative functions. Intelli- 
gent observers cannot refuse to admit that 
the nieie fear of a judicial veto ia much 
more efficacious generally with members 
of Congress, towards preventing violation 
of the Constitution, than is the felt obliga- 
tion of their official oaths. A courtruc- 
tiou is indispensable which shall in some 
way prevent their eseap? from thr.* salu- 
tary fear, by any device, for tbe nullifica- 
tion cf the judicial veto. All that was con- 
templated Congress should or would do, 
as all that heretofore has been done, was 
to regulate the amount which should en- 
title a case to be carried to the Supreme 
Court, whilst this and suen like exceptions 
ate all that the Constitution intended Con- 
gress should have power to make. 

It is not an implausible construction to 
say that tire clause "with such exceptions 
aud under such regulations as Congress 
shall maLe" does not carry the power ar- 
bitrziily to make any conceivable excep- 
tion or regulation, for that power might 
be so used, under the mandate to institute 
a proper Supreme Court, as to enable 
Congress, by revoking its jurisdiction, 
practically to destroy all its power. It 
would be a plain subversion of the funda- 
mental theory upon which the govern- 
ment is built, to enable Congress to with- 
draw its legislation from the judicial test 
of its compatibility with the Constitution. 

Strong ns was popular distrust of leg- 
islative discretion, at the inauguration of 
our governments State and Federal, yet 
tLat distrust has been greatly on the in- 
crease, from experience of the practical 
workings of those governments. There 
bn* been no revision of State constitu- 
tions or the making of original constitu- 
tions within the present century, that nelv 
curtailment of legiffiative discretion has 
not been introduced. Ou the other hand, 
there has been no recollected instance 
of important curtailment of judicial pow- 
er. This sufficiently indicates what vio- 
lence would be done to public sentiment 
it Congress were permitted to release it- 
self from the indispensable check aud 
coutrol of the Supreme Court, as to the 
constitutionality of its acts. 

This question was tried and settled be- 
fore tbe popular forum in Kentucky more 
than forty years ago. It arose out of the 
memorable “Did Court aud New Court” 
controversy. A powerful “relief" party, 
being greatly incensed agaiust the judges 
of the Court of Appeals, for deciding their 
relief legislation to be unconstitutional, 
and not having the requisite majority in 
both Houses to remove them by address, 
resorted to a repr ul of the statute organ- 
izing their court to accomplish that object, 
and by way of substitute passed an act to 
create a new court, with a new set of 
judges. The validity of this mode of get- 
ting rid of judges was more thoroughly 
and ably discussed than aiiy legal ques- 
tion has ever been discussed from the 
stump. The “New Court” party con- 
tended, that, having all the non-prohibited 
legislative power, every legislature must 
have the power to repeal any statute 
passed Ly a previous legislature. But the 
people answered them: Your undisputed 
genera! power to repeal did not authorize 
you to use the power for the purpose of 
removing the judges by the vote of a mere 
majority of the two Houses, when the 
Conrtituiion required a two thirds' majori- 
ty. The rightful decision of the people 
was that au admittid power could not and 
should uot be used for au unconstitutional 
purpose. 

This decision was the highest manifes- 
tation ever yet given of popular capacity 
for self government. It was given in des- 
pite of strong feeling in favor of the legisla- 
tion which the court had vetoed and in de- 
spite of the most eloquent demagoguery, 
denouncing the judges as would-be kings. 
Suih being the churacter of the decision, 
it is the wont of intelligent Kentuckians 
to view it as the proudest feather in the 
cap of their much loved mother — far tran- 
scending in beauty and value all her mili- 
tary renown. The remembrance of this 
example gives us good hope that the na- 
tion will make a similar response to the 
Congressional destructives when they 
come to seek popular absolution for their 
attempt to use the power to regulate the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme*Court for the 
purpose cf annulling the court’s veto 
power over thiir reconstruction acts. 

Unlike the people of Kentucky, the na- 



tion, in making its decision, will be under 
no influencing prepossession in favor of 
the object sought to be accomplished by 
the reconstruction acts. Its rooted preju- 
dices all have an opposite tendency. The 
nation ,is still thoroughly’imbued by that 
wise race prejudice — wise for tbe whole 
human family because so bountifstly be- 
stowed by nature, and especially wise f..r 
Americans because so carefully incuitated 
by the great founders of their govern.icnt 
as a necessary preventive againvt the de- 
tsriorution of that white race by whom aud 
ter whom the government was created — a 
deterioration that would necessarily result 
fcom amalgamation with the inferior race 
of negroes. The great body of the nation — 
nearly all of it which is uot thoroughly 
tainted by radical party feeling — has and 
can have no sympathy with a policy which 
may give us twenty-two negro Senators 
and some sixty negro Representatives ia 
Congress; a policy which, politically, en- 
slaves seven or eight millions of whites, 
under the rule of less than four millions 
of ignoraut, brutish, oot-half-civilizcd ne- 
groes, by the aid of a military despotism; 
a policy which, if viewed as a punishment 
for au already severely punished, subdued 
rebellion, attempts to inflict the punish- I 
ment by means of an ex pout facto bill of 
attainder of the most execrably tyrannous 
character, which indiscriminately pun- 
ishes the inuocent with the guilty, some 
six or seven million 0 i the comparatively 
guiltless, tor the sake of punishing those 
lew hundred thousand who were actively 
participant in the rebellion, and most of 
whom are legally absolved from that crime 
by the pardon they have received, and 
who cannot now be so punished without 
national dishonor, without a perfidious 
violation of that amnesty treaty of unsur- 
passable sanctity under which they sur- 
rendered and ceased the rebellion; a pol- 
icy which, in disregard of the permaaeut 
welfare of both whites and blacks, invites 
both to an exterminating war of races, 
which it is confessed cannot be kept from 
bre&Ling forth hut Ly the continued pres- 
ence of an enormows standing army at a 
heavy expense to the otherwise over- 
whelmed nation; a policy which indefi- 
nitely postpones to a distant future 
the restoration of that national amity so 
indispensable to a prosperous L'nion and 
of that reinvigorated internal commerce 
for which the nation is so earnestly pray- 
ing; a policy which has undisgu'sedly 
for its main object the increase and re- 
liction of the party power which has been 
flagrantly abused by that minority fac- 
' now ruling Congress, and wiio, 
despite the known wishes of their con-tit- 
nents, are fast driving the government to 
perdition — in fine, a policy which offers 
no inducement for the Constitution-loving 
nation to permit any hindrance to the ex- 
ercise of that veto power so indispensable 
to keeping Congressional action within 
the Constitution, the very purpose, the 
mest important, indispensable purpose for 
which the court was treated by the Con- 
stitution. It is that court, and its check- 
ing coutrol over unconstitutional State 
acd Congressional legislation, that, above 
all other parts of cur government, has 
elicited the envying admiration of ail the 
superior intelligence of Europe and per- 
fected the loving admiration of our own 
countrymen. The nation will affirm the 
decision cf the people of Kentucky, that 
no power can be constitutionally used for 
an unconstitutional purpose. 

It wiil not be amiss, in conclusion, to 
corroborate the opinion of Mr. Binney by 
that of Daniil Webster, as conveyed in 
the following forcible language: “No con- 
viction is deeper in my mind than that the 
maintenance of judicial power is essential 
and indispensable to the very being of this 
government. Tbe Constitution without 
it would be no Constitution, the govern- 
ment no free government. The judicial 
powtr is the protecting power of the whole 
government. Its position is on the outer 
wall. ‘ * By the absolute necessity of 

the case, the members of the Supreme 
Court become judges of the extent of con- 
stitutional powers. They are the great 
arbittrs between contending sovereign- 
ties. * The judiciary power is con- 
ferred and the Supreme Court established 
by the Constitution.”

The bill will be regularly 
brought before the House on Wednesday 
next at 101 o'clock A. M , and it is be- 
lieved that the members of this Legisla- 
ture will not permit their State to be a 
laggard in aught that conduces to the 
welfare of her citizens as the passage of 
this bill would most assuredly do.

LETTER OF .«ENATO < EOO LITTLE. 

The following letter, from Hon. J. B. 
Doolittle, was read at the meeting held in 
New York Thursday night:

. House ), wCich, if consun-mated, tend to 
' revolutionize tbe government The firs', 
j in direr* vio!atirn of the Constitution, 
i takes av»ay from the President live com- 
mand of the army and the execution of 
the laws in ten Stales of ths Union. It 
places the command sf the army and the 
execution ef :he laws in the hards of the 
General, independent of the President, 
who ceases thereby to be Com.'»aniier-ia- 
CLief. In a word, it creates ac absolute 
dictatorship. 

The other measure aims to subordinate 
the judiciary department to Congressalso. 

’I he number ot judges of tbe Supreme 
Court is e'ght, and this bill propo*es that 
no judgment shall be pronounced against 
tlitr validity of a law of Congress except 
by two-thirds of the whole number of 
judges. Two-thirds of eight is more than 
fiva. To be precise, two-thirds of eight is 
five and one third. A* the opinion of a 
judge c annot be divided, and ninst be 
wholly for, or whol ! y against the validity 
of a law, the practical effect ot requiring 
two-thirds of e.ght judges to concur is the 
same as if three-lounhs were required. 
Six judges must concur in opinion to 
weigh down tbe opinions of t vo. 

ibis is placing false weights in the bal- 
ance. Ttiis is placing in the balance, in 1 
lavor ot any usurpation Congress may at- 
tempt against the Executive or judiciary 
department, the weight of three opinions 
in advance, fixed — immovably fixed — by 
law. T. leaves the point to bo decided by 
a majority of five opinions only. If three | 
of the five shall decide in favor of the va- 
lidity of the law, Congress is to be sus- 
tained in any usurpation it may attempt. 
Wc all know, as power always tend* t > 
enlarge itself, that constitutions are made 
on purpose to defend minorities from be- 
ing trampled upon by majorit'es. Major- 
ities ate powerful, aud able to protect 
themselves. 

The Supreme Court was establish' d as 
the tribunal of last resort; to uphold the 
Constitution us the supreme law over Con- 
gress, as well a* over all else; to hold a 
just and even balance in our system; and 
to determine the boundary line between 
the powers delegated by the people to the 
Federal Government, and those which 
were reserved to the States. In the strong . 
language of him w ho has ever been re- 
vered as the father of the Constitution: 

"Ihe plain fact of the case is that the 
Constitution of the United Stat-s was 
created hy the people composing the re- 
spective States, who alone had the right; 
that they organized tue Government into 1 
legislative, executive, and judicial depart- 
ments, delegating thereto certain portions 
cf power to be exercised over the whole, 
and reserving the other portions to them- 
selves respectively. As these dictinct j 
{ ortii.i s of power wer to be exercised by 
the General Government and by ihe State 
governments, bv each within certain 
spheres, an i us, of course, controversies 
coiK-ernir-g tbe boundaries of their power 
would happen, it was provided that they 
should he dee ded by the Supreme Court 
of the United States so co'-s'rtutad as to 
be a: impartial a3 it could be mode by the 
mode of appointment and responsibility 
off the judges.

_ And, oa the other hand, if it required 
s : x-eightbs of the judges to dectare the 
validity o: any law 01 Congress, would not 
this government be in danger ot losing its 
just authority? 

There ia another measure proposed in 
the House. It may pass that body. It 
has been reported by a majority of the 
Judiciary Commitee. 

1: is proposed by law to compel the Su- 
trtiae Court to dismiss the appeal of Mc- 
Cardle. and to make all similar appeals 
to the Supreme Court impossible. I can 
hardly believe such a law can pass the 
Senate. It is an open confess- on that 
Radical reconstruction is unconstitu- 
tional, and that they dare not coiae to a 
derision in the Supreme Court. 

Pass that bill, in addition to the rest, 
and the last vestige of civil law or civil 
juri'diction is swept away, from the Poto- 
mac to tbe Rio Grande. 

From where I stood this morning, upon 
the steps of the Capitol, with the dig of 
the U nion over me, I can look across a 
river and look npon a land of absolute, 
unqualified despotism. If I visit Mount 
Vernon, and sit down by the tomb of 
Washington, I si* under the shad >w of 
military dictatorship, more unlimited than 
can he found in any civiliz d country up- 
on the globe. Constitutional liberty ia 
already bound, scourged, and crowned 
with thorns here — here, in our own sacred 
terop!e. 

Shall the General of the army, urged on 
by the radical chief priests, crucify her 
on this sacred Capitol Hill ? in her own 
home? under her own banner? amid the 
scoffs and jeeis of all the de pot* of the 
world? 

Let the people answer.

« vxt’s Lecture. — Mr Henry Vincent, tbe 
English Reformer, delivered bis lecture on 
Oliver Cromwell last night in Masonic 
Temple, under the auspices of the Young 
Men's Christian Association. The num- 
ber of his he arers was very large, the hail 
being more than usually full, and the audi- 
ence was made up in a great degree of the 
intelligence and refinement of the city. 

The lecturer began by saying that he 
would relate tbe story of a wonderful life — 
tue life of a man, from the middle classes 
of society, who ledjarmies to victory, over- 
turned an (ancient monarchy, reigned au 
uncrowned king, and having conducted his 
country to a height of unexampled glory 
and grandeur, died quietly at home iu his 
bed. Mr. Vincent then proceeded to give 
an exceedingly interesting sketch of the 
early life of Cromwell, from his birth at 
Huntingdon, on the 25th of April, 159:), 
to his marriage with Elizabeth, the daugh- 
ter of Sir James Bourchier. He alluded 
to the many idle stories that were told of 
Cromwell's wayward and dissolute habits 
in boyhood. It was said that he knew the 
ll&vor of everj - apple within ten miles of 
the school to which he was sent; that he 
pinned the coat-tails of the ushers togethe r 
and that during one of his wild adver. 
tures he was carried to the top of the house 
by a monkey. The lecturer added, with a 
touch of humor which his hearers fully 
appreciated, that these traditions, so 
j prejudicial to tbe character of the youthful 
Oliver, should not be accepted as facts un- 
mixed with falsehood, especially the 
story of the monkey, as the feat

He de- 
scribed Cromwell as a man of medium 
height, well built, with a large bead, firm- 
ly screwed upon bis shoulders, a broad, 
massive brow, as clear as tbe unclouded 
sky, and a nose — not & mere apology for 
a nose that was asbamed of itself, but one 
which might be called, as the merchants 
say, “a leading article.” 

After studying the classics for some 
time at the Grammar School at Hunting- 
don, he entered Sidney Sussex College, 
Cambridge, where some of his biogra- 
phers say he led a wild life, but 
as he afterward exhibited a fair knowledge 
of Latin, the lecturer thought be could 
not have very greatly neglected his du- 
ties as a student. He remained at Cam- 
bridge, however, but about fourteen 
months, when he returned to Huntingdon 
upon the death of his father, and assumed 
the management of the estate and the 
care of his mother. Here, unlike the 
young men of England to-day, and per- 
I Laps of America, he did not disdain lion- 
| est labor, but by toil and study laid the 
I foundation of that character which is one 
of tbe most remarkable in history. Dur- 
ing this period, while he lived with lii3 
mother at the old homestead, he exhibit- 
ed all the traits of a dutiful son and a lov- 
ing, tender husband. 

Soon after his marriage his mind took 
that serious turn which produced so great 
' an effect upon his life. The lecturer gave 
a brief sketch of the religious dissentions 
in England and Scotland at this period, 
from which sprang the great revolution 
which swept Charles from the throne to 
the tomb and made Cromwell Lord Pro- 
tector of England. Tbe lecturer then told 
his hearers how Cromwell first became 
conspicuous before tbe public through his 
efforts to have the fens drained aud made 
available for the purposes of the agricul- 
turist, thus winning the title of “Lord ofthe 
Fens," how he was a member of Parlia- 
ment for Huntingdon in 1628; bow be 
was chosen to the short parliament in 
1640, and for the second parliament of the 
same year, contesting Cambridge with a 
zealous loyalist; bow he distinguished 
Limself in the long parliament, and how 
he rose step by step until he became the 
leader cf a great party — the leader of a 
great revolution — and the ruler of a great 
empire. 

But we cannot follow the lecturer 
through his graphic and eloquently told 
story of the great soldier, statesman, and 
“uncrowned king.” His descriptions of 
I the battles of Marstoa Moor and Nasebv 
were extremely vivid and were given with 
fine dramatic effect. The whole lecture 
was one of rare literary merit and of ex 
traordinnry interest. It was not a mere 
biographical sketch of Cromwell, barren 
of all save the hard facts and incidents of 
Lis career; it was adorned here and 
there with some of the rarest and 
most charming flowers of rhetoric — with

LETTER FROM NEW ORLEANS. 

t From our Special Correspondent.]

New Orleans, Jan. 29, 1968. | 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal : 
Gentlemen: The condition of affairs in 
this section is not of a character to cheer 
the hearts of the most sanguine. Com- 
mercially considered, the Crescent City is 
more depressed than any other in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. The reasons for this are 
easily discovered. The system and means 
of rapid transit of freight, &c., in use on 
the great lines from east to west in the 
North, has destroyed the slow system of 
water carriage on our Western rivers. 
Hence it is that our shrewdest commercial 
agents, merchants, and editors are urging 
the development of our trade with the 
West Indies, South America, and the 
South Sea regions. It is evident that in 
these avenues of supply and demand are t > 
be found the only resources that will re- 
suscitate this Gulf country. Communica- 
tion with Texas by a good system of rail- 
ways reaching into its best centers will 
also assist very materially to recover the 
commercial interests of the city. The 
impecuniosity of the times, the adverse 
legislation of our lawgivers, so-called, 
and the. universal depression of all our 
energy and industrial pursuits have 
placed effectual barriers on all improve- 
ments in this section for the present. 
The main line of the Texas Central road, 
however, is slowly progressing. 

You will see by the announcement of 
DeBow’s Review, that this enterprising 
journal will henceforth be published and 
edited in New Orleans, its native city.

LETTER FROM NEW MEXICO. 

Santa Fe, N. M., Jan. 4, 1863. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 
In a previous letter from this place I 
gave you some account of the proposed 
railway through New Mexico and Arizona, 
with a mention of the facility with which 
it could be tapped, on the Rio Grande in 
this Territory, by short lines in the south. 
It is my desire in the present communica- 
tion to give you a faint idea of the min- 
eral wealth of New Mexico by a short 
description of one of its mining districts 
A recent tour of examination through 
the Placer Mountain Range, lying between 
twenty and till iy miles southwest of Santa 
Fe, enables me to write understanding^ 
regarding it and tbe miueral it contains. 
Though it has been known for over a hun- 
dred years that the Placer Mountains were 
rich in gold and other minerals, the ex- 
pected early extension ofthe Union Pacific 
Railway Eastern Division through New 
Mexico has brought it more prominently 
before the public, and is leading many 
people to their examination.

A number of tbe mountain veins of gold- 
bearing quartz are being worked at pres- 
ent, tbe main sbaft, or that known as the 
"Ortiz”, having reached a depth, at the 
present time, of about one hundred and 
seventy feet.

The mining village of the company 
contains about one buudred families, and 
has an excellent fifteen-stamp mill for 
crushing quartz, in operation. 

; On the south side of the range a num- 
ber of fine leads of gold-bearing quartz 
are being developed by Hutchinson A 
Patterson, Cooley A Co., and others. The 
vein rock yields as far as prospected by 
these parties from one to three ounces of 
gold per ton. But a short distance south 
of tbe Placer rauge are the Tuerto moun- 
tains, also extremely rich in gold and cop- 
per leads. One of the latter is from eight 
to thirteen feet in width as far as pros- 
pected. At the base of the mountains the 
work that has been done in the placer 
diggings is simply enormous, and fabu- 
lous stories are told of the amount of gold 
taken out by Mexicans in their rude way 
previous to the advent of the Americans. 
The whole of this rich placer will amply 
reward the seeker after the yellow ore as 
600 n as the ditch I have referred to 
is completed. The small mining town 
Real del Tuerto, where there is machinery 
for crushing and smelting ores, is situated 
in the valley between the Tuerto and Pla- 
cer ranger of mountains.

The Speaker said that he understood 
it was an objection to the resolution, al- j 
though at some length. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Bingham said he would object un- I 
less the resolution was modified. 

Mr. Robinson professed himself ready I 
to modify the resolution in any way to 1 
suit the sentiment of the House, which he i 
knew to be sound. He wa9 not particu- I 
lur about the language, he was willing to I 
exclude ministers, consuls, ambassadors, 
Ac. lie subsequently permitted Mr. 
I’ruyn to modify it by striking out the 
clause authorizing reprisals, and substi- 
tuting for it a direction to the President 
to report facts to Congress without delay. 

Mr. Banks remarked that there was no 
official information on which the resolu- 
tion could be predicated or justified. He 
was informed by the State Department 
that the papers in these cases were vol- 
uminous, and that they would be prepared 
for tlie use of the House with the utmost 
expedition. He thought it best tor all 
interested that r.o action should be taken 
till the papers were received. 

Mr. Robinson said the reason why he 
asked for this action was, that something 
be done for those who, without any crime, 
were lingering and rotting in British dun- 
geons. He wanted the British Lion 
taught that the time was passed when it 
could trample upon American citizens. 

He wanted to have the President, Sec- 
retary of State, and the American people 
roused from their lethargy on that sub- 
ject. The members of the House would 
be unworthy of being American citizens 
if they slept one night while their flag was 
being lowered and while the bird which 
should soar was in the gutter beneath the 
ignoble foot that tramples on it. 

After iurther discussion, objection be- 
ing made to the offering of the resolution, 
Mr. Robinson moved to suspend the rules, i 
1 hey were suspended — yeas !fii, nays 30 — 
and the resolution was introduced. 

Mr. Bingham said this question, which 
touched the peace of nations, should be 
referred to tbe Committee on Foreigu 
Affairs, with leave to report at any time. 

It struck him that the resolution on its 
face put the issues of peace and war in 
the hands of the President. 

The House could not transfer that 
power to any one. It was written in the 
resolution that the President should de- 
maud. unconditionally, the immediate re- 
lease of every person. Every one knows 
it is the right of every sovereignty to hold 
every man, of whatever nation or allegi- 
ance, to answer before its tribunals of 
justice, for violations of its own laws, 
within its jurisdiction. He was willing to 
vindicate the sovereignty of the American 
people: but he was cot willing the Presi- 
dent should be invested with that general 
power of demanding the immediate and 
unconditional release of Americau citi- 
zens charged with crime. There was not 
a member, not even the member who in- 
troduced the resolution, who could say on 
his oath as a representative of the people 
that the persons Hained in the resolutions 
were net held to answer for crimes com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of Euglaud. 

If they were so held, theyjiuust continue 
to be so held. He trusted that the gentle- 
man (Mr. Robinson) would see the impor- 
tance of referring the question to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. It was a mat- 
ter which touched the peace of the Repub- 
lic. Were they going to set the miserable 
precedent that a subject of England or 
France or any other power could commit 
crimes with impunity within the jurisdic- 
tion of the U. S. V For himself, he claimed 
that whoever, from any quarter ot the 
world, violated American laws within its 
jurisdiction, should he held to answer for 
it before an American tribunal of justice, 
and what he claimed for the United States 
he conceded to all other nations. 

Mr. Robinson said, in reply to one of 
Mr. Bingham's remarks, that some of the 
persons referred to in his resolution were 
In Id for words spoken aud deeds done in 
the United States, and referred to a state- 
ment by Baron Fitzgerald, on the trial of 
Stejihen J. Meany, that it was so, and 
theie were enough men there, meaning 
Ii eland, to delay until eternity’s bell rung 
tbe viLdieation of the rights of Americau 
citizens. 

Mr. Bingham remiuded Mr. Ilobinson 
that without an authenticated copy of the 
record the House could not know what the 
Judge said on that trial. 

^ Mr. Robinson held that the statement 
having appeared in Dublin, Ireland, and 
never having been contradicted was to be 
taken as tiue, and asked how long were 
the American citizens, over a hundred iu 
number and equal in intelligence to the 
men surrounding them, to be kept withiu 
the grasp of the British Lion? 

Alter lu animated discussion in the 
same strain by Messrs. Robinson, Bing- 
ham, Higby, Eldridge, and Banks — the 
latter taking the ground that the passage 
of the resolution would be an evasion by 
the House of its owu duties and shifting 
the responsibilities on the President — Mr. 
Robinson moved the previous question. 
The House relused to accept the previous 
question, and on motion of Mr. Banks the 
r' Kf lution was referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs by a vote of yeas, 80; 
cays, 37.

Richmond, Feb. 3. 

In the Convention to-day three sections 
of the ordinance ou the Executive De- 
partment were adopted. The Governor 
is to serve four years, and cot he eligible 
for a succeeding term, lie shall be thirty 
yiursold, a citizen of the United States 
twenty years, and a citizen of Virginia 
five y ears. 

Raleiou, N. C , Feb. 3. 

The convention was eugaged.during the 
most of the session to-da.v iu the discus- 
sion of an ordinauce in favor of the Wil- 
mington, Charlotte and Rutherford road, 
providing for the State's endorsement of 
a million of dollars iu bonds, and cancel- 
ling and destrejiug a million and a half 
of mortgage of the four millions author- 
ized by the General Assembly of i860: and 
after a lengthy consideration the ordi- 
nance passed.

The Convention to day discussed the re- 
lief question without coming to a vote 
Gen. Meade has issued an order modify- 
ing Gen. Pope's order as follows: 

F'irst — All papers, except such as 
threaten an appointee or officer with vio- 
lence or luture prosecution, are to be al- 
lowed to receive as advertisements the 
State or municipal laws and ordinances. 

Second — Where there is but one paper 
in a county it may receive such advertise- I 
ments, irrespective of its policy. 

'J bird — All military and civil officers, 
registrars, and persons in the military 
employ in the Third Military District, are 
to see this order enforced. Opposition to 
reconstruction, when conducted in a legit- 
imate manner, is not to be considered un 
offense. 

C. C. Richardson, one of the extreme 
radical delegates in the Convention, was 
shot and dangerously wounded to-night by 
a radical politician of this city.

THE CONNECTICUT DEMOCRATIC

ENGLISH RENOMINATED — THE 
PR ESI I * ENT K X DOUSED. 

The Connecticut Democratic Convention 
was held at New Haven on Wednesday. 

It was very enthusiastic, and numerously 
attended. Hon. James F. Babcock was 
chosen President. 

On motion of Judge Mitchell, of Bristol, 
Governor English was nominated candi- \ 
date for re-election by acclamation, amid ! 
great cheering. 

Soon aftor, the rest of the ticket was , 
nominated by acclamation. It is as fol- 
lows: 

For Lieutenant-Governor — Ephraim H. 
Hyde, of Statlord. 

For Secretary of State— Leverette E. 
Pease, of Somers. 

1- or Treasurer — Edward S. Moseley, of 
Hampton. 

For Comptroller — Jesse Olcey, of Strat- 
ford. 

Gov. English then delivered a long and 
able address. 

Mr. Hatnniersley, from the committee 
on resolutions, reported the following, 
which were adopted: 

Ifttolced, That the present so called 
Congress, consisti ng for the most part of 
men who have perverted the very objects 
of a Federal Legislature by refusing rep- 
resentatiou to ten of the States of the 
Union, is, by reason of its existence in its 
present form, a revolutionary body, whose 
usurpation challenges the opposition of 
every Coustitution-loving citizen. 

Resolved, That this assemblage have 
usurped the authority of the Executive, 
and so have broken down the balance of 
power established by the fathers. They 
are now piauning to rob the judiciary of 
its rowers in order that it may be 
prevented from deciding in favor 
of the Constitution; they have 
diprivedthe legislative body of its own 
integrity, by so reducing its numbers as to 
enable the usurping remainder to carry 
out their destructive plans; they have de- 
nied the sovereign power of all the States, 
by* placing a portion of them under mili- j 
tary despotism; they have erected a uum- i 
be r of new offices, and sent to a portion of 
the Republic a swann of officers to harass 
the people, and they are now loading with I 
taxes the citizens of the North for the pur- 1 
pose of enslaving their brethren of the 
South; they have in many instances abol- 
ished the right of trial by jury, and the 
right of habeas corpus, and by military 
force have overthrown the civil power, and 
deprived our people of their liberties; they 
have made war on the Constitution, on ev- 
ery department of the Government, on the 
States, and on the people, aud have en- 
slaved the white man, in order to give the 
ballot to the negro. 

Resolved, That the continued and in- 
i reusing wickedness and usurpation of 
-his fractional Congress have aroused a 
popular indignation so just, so deep, and 
so universal, that the doom of the tyrants 
is already written, and the prophecy of 
their destruction is sure to be accomplish- 
ed at tbe ballot-box. 

Resolved , That the unconstitutional 
legislation which we denounce, while it is 
established for the presumed benefit of 
the negro, is deranging business, paralyz- 
ing industry, ruiuing the merchant aud 
the manufacturer, aud depriving the la- 
borer of employment. 

Resolved. That we are in favor of re- 
deeming all our pecuniary obligations, 
and of paying the public debt in the mxu- 
ner provided by law, and that we there- 
fore feel the necessity of reducing a sys- 
tem of taxation more onerous thau that 
of England or Frauce, and organized in 
part for the destruction of State sover- 
eignty. The Democratic party are not in 
favor of repudiating either the debt or 
the Constitution of the country, and would 
therefore reduce the taxes as well as re- 
store the liberties of the people. 

Resolved, That the Democratic party 
are the friends of equal taxation, and will 
use all constitutional means to accom- 
plish this desirable result. 

Resolved, That the rights of our natu 
ralized citizens, while sojourning in for- 
eign countries, should be defended and 
maintained against every violation with 
all the power of the Federal Government; 
and that, in the language of Governor 
English, “the Government should indi- 
cate in unmistakable terms its purpose to 
respect the rights of all citizens alike.’’ 

Resolved, That we are opposed to forc- 
ing negro suffrage on other States, or of 
establishing it in our own. We are op- 
posed to the first because we have no right 
to interfere with the domestic affairs of 
other sovereignties; we are opposed to the 
second, because the introduction of this 
inferior element would only lead to de- 
moralization. 

Resolved, That all experience has 
shown the evil consequences and the fu- 
tility of passing laws to alolish the social 
habits ot the people; that such law3 vio- 
late the liberty of private judgment, are 
essentially tyrannical, impossible to exe- 
cute, and, so far as they are attempted to 
be enforced, inciease the very evil they 
preteud to remove. 



Resolved, That for nis various vetoes 
and messages protesting againstthe illeg il 
acts of a dismembered Congress, anl 
nobly sustaining the organic law of 
the Republic, Andrew Johnson bo*b merits 
and receives the sincere thanks of the 
American people. 

Resolved, That in this crisis of the coun- 
try, when all true patriots should unite 
their votes and influence, we cordially in- 
vite all conservative men to act with us 
in upholding the rights of the States and 
the integrity of the Republic. 

Resolved, That the Governor of this 
State, aud the other officers elected with 
him on the State ticket, have performed 
their various duties with marked ability 
and fidelity, and in commending again to 
the suff rages of the people the ticket head- 
ed with the name of James E. English, we 
do so with the full assurance that they will 
elect it by a largely increased majority — 
and so place the old Commonwealth still 
more strongly on the side of that Federal 
Union she so powerfully contributed to 
establish.

The above barefaced interpolation and 
garbling must have been delightful Sun- 
day pastime for Mr. Whips. Is it charac- 
teristic of the man ? Shall we accept this 
as a specimen of his ability to change aad 
distort the written record? 

But the sum and substance of the whole 
matter is this: Mr. Whips is endeavoring 
to create sympathy for himself as a can- 
didate for office on the strength of his 
strong Southern feeliugs and at the same 
time to injure me because I once was pro- 
vest marshal and commander of a regi- 
ment. He would even play the role ot 
martyr nnd Canadian exile. It is also 
charged by him that I had the secret pur- 
pcse of using my regiment to control the 
election iu August, lc62. It was then that 
lie plunged in and did not hesitate to 
plead for the use of military interference 
against me. Iu other words, and plainly, 
Mr. Whips, in August, 1>:»2, under the pre- 
tense that I was going to do it, d.d nyt 
hesitate to avail himself of an instrumen- 
tality that he thought would have beeu 
humble in my hands. 

That he indirectly, if not directly, caus- 
ed the military to disperse parties who 
were my friends in 1 J 62, is not only sus- 
ceptible of proof, but has been proven. 
Mr. Whips was unquestionably an aider 
and abetter in obtaining a military order 
against citizens who were my friends, 
lie was then willing to nse the boys in 
blue for a personal purpose, as be is now 
to denounce them for the same end.

but I annex the statement of a prominent 
citizen, whose integrity cannot be ques- 
tioned. and whose name is at the di-'po^al 
of Mr. Whips or Mr. Bash.

Neither his garbling and 
misquoting extracts, nor the assistance 
of his deputy Morgan, in whose behalf he, 
in 1862, published a card, as Morgan does 
now for him. will relieve him of the odium 
of having had my friends driven from the 
polls by the soldiery, and myself threaten- 
ed with arrest.

With a trifle in 
verse I conclude this controversy, imposed 
upon me by the nervousness and rashness 
of Mr. Whips, illustrative of the ch trra- 
ing little ring that this couple have ar- 
ranged for themselves:

Boats from below manage to 
reach this port, though under much diffi- 
culty, having to fight the ice from Paducah 
up. There was no mail packet for the 
East yesterday evening, aud we doubt 
very much whether there will be one to- 
day. The ice between here and Cincin- 
nati is said to be so heavy that upward 
bound steamers find it impossible to get 
through. 

Tbe weather continues cold, and thaw- 
ing but little in tbe sun at noon. Ther- 
mometer 32°. 

Business at the city wharf was ex- 
tremely dull yesterday, while at the Port- 
land wharf it was very lively, owing to 
the arrivals of the St. Charles and Taras- 
con from below, both steamers having 
good trips. 

DISPATCHES. 

Pittsbi rg, Feb. 3 — 12 M. 
River falling; scant 3 feet water in the 
channel. Weather clear and very cold; 
thermometer 4° above zero. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 3—12:30 P. M. 
Cold wind from uorllieast; mercury now 
22'. River has fallen 12 inches since last 
night, with 13 feet scant at water-works. 
Heavy running ice. No boats moving. 

PORT ITEMS. 

The ice has come to a halt iu front of 
the city wharf, from the mouth of the 
canal up. Tbe Pink Varble and Norman 
arc closed in with new made ice, and the 
Major Anderson, Frank Pargoud, and the 
tow-boats Peytona and Webster are 
hemmed in entirely, the running ice hav- 
ing lodged against them and frozen tight. 
We noticed several youngsters walking on 
it yesterday evening. The river between 
Tcwhc-ad island and tbe Point is frozen 
over nice and smooth and affords an ex- 
cellent place for “skatists." The boys 
were making good use of that place yes- 
terday. 

Tbe Southerner turned back from Evans- 
ville, being unable to come to this port on 
account of the ice. She reshipped h»r 
cargo on the Tarascon, which arrived 
here early yesterday morning, and leaves 
again this evening as tbe regular mail 
packet to Owensboro and Henderson. 

The Empire left Memphis last Saturday 
with 900 bales of cotton. 

Tbe St. Charles arrived here yesterday 
morning with a full cargo ot sugar and me- 
lasses. For this port she had 32 hbds su- 
gar, 11 bbls molasses, 122 casks rice, 2 
boxes merchandise, 112 hides, 2 boxes 
snuff, 6 bales rags, 98 bbls lemons and 
oranges, 1 box iron, 1 pony, 1 horse. For 
Cincinnati she had 77 hhds sugar, S6 bbls 
molasses, 10 boxes and 2 bbls sundries, 1 
sewing machine. She returns to New Or- 
leans ibis evening from the Portland 
wharf in charge of Cuptaiu Uollcrofi.

The 
market for grain was stiffer, with some dis- 
position to advance prices for breadstuff's, 
and, but for the quiet tone of the market 
and absence of any speculative demand, 
such a result would undoubtedly take 
place. 

Trade in all departments continues 
steady and of a quiet character, business 
being confined to the local and jobbing 
demand, with the filling of some orders 
from distant points. 

The upward tendency of the premium 
of gold aud the advance of cotton have 
caused holders of manufactured and 
dutiable goods to ask higher prices, with 
au advance established for some descrip- 
tions of staple standard goods.
